G.S.R. 676<£) .—^In exercise of Ibc powers conferred by 
section 28 of the Brahmaputra Board Act, 1980 (46 of 1980), 
the Central Govertiment hereby makes the following: rule*, 
namely;— 

1. Short title and commencement.—-(1) These rules may 
bo called the Brahmaputra Board Rules, 1981. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions.—^(1) In these rules, unless the context 
otherwise requires, 

(a) “Act” means the Brahmaputra Board Act, 1980 
(46 of 1980); 

(b) “North-Eastern Council” means the Copncil con¬ 
stituted under section 3 of the North-Eastern Coun¬ 
cil Act, 1971 (84 of 1971); 

(2) All words and expressions used In these rules but not 
defined shall have the mcaninRS respectively asaiRned to them 
in the Act. 


3. Office of the Board.—(1) The office of the Board shall 
be located at Gauhatl, Assam. 

(2) The Board may set up a liaison office at New Delhi. 

4. MeetiuK of the Board.—(1) The Board shall hold meet¬ 
ings ordinarily twice a year; 

Provided that in case of any urgency, a special meeting 
of the Board may be summoned at any time by the Chair¬ 
man. 

(2) The meetings of the Board shall be fixed by the 
Secretary under the orders of the C^lrmau. 

(3) /p® notice of the date, time and venue of the meet¬ 
ing shall be served upon every member of the Board at 
least 21 days before the date fixed for the meeting in the 
case of normal meetings and 10 clear days in the case of 
special meetings. 

5. Agenda,~(l) Under the orders of the Chairman, the 
Secretmr shall prepare and circulate to every member at 
least mteen days before an ordinary meeting and seven 
clear days bef^ a special irceting. a list of business to be 
transacted at ttat meeting with explanatory notes one each 
Item. 


(2) No business, not Included In the agejida, shall be trans¬ 
acted without the permission of the Chairman.

6. PrMiding over meetings of the Board.^verv meetln 
of the Board shall be presided over by the Chairman o 
the Board. In case a meeting of the Board duly convened 
mder the orders of the Chairman cannot bp presided ove 
by Wm for some reason, the meeting shall he presided ove 
by the Vice-Chairman. 


tline and venue of the adjourned meeting of the Board shall 
be served upon every member of the Board not leae than 
fifteen clear days 4 l case of ordinary meetings and seven 
clear days In special meetings before the day fixed for the 
meeting. There shall b® no quorum required for siKh an 
adjourned meeting. . 

(3) A notice will be deemed to be duly served upon any 
member of the Board, if it is served on hlnii personally or 
It is sent to him by registered post at his official address. 

8. Minutes of the proceedings of meetings.—(1) The 
minutes of proceedings of every meeting shall be prepared 
by the Secretary. 

(2i After approval of the minutes by the Chairman, the 
Secretary shall communicate the decisions of the Board to 
the members, the Governments of Assam, Meghalaya. Naga¬ 
land, Manipur and Tripura, Arunachal Pradesh and Mizo¬ 
ram and the North-Eastern Council, the Central Govern¬ 
ment, and the Chairman of the Standing Committee set up 
by the Board under sub-section (8) of section 4 of the 
Act. 

9. Decisions of the Board.—All matters brought before 
any meetmg of the Board shall he decided by a malorlty of 
votes of the members present and voting at the meetmg of 
the Board, and in case of any equality of votes, the Cbair- 
nran shall have a second or casting vote. 

Provided that where with reference to any matter brought 
before the Board, the Chailnnan is satisfied that there is a 
difference of opinion among the members of any question 
of policy or the rights of any of the Governments of Ass^, 
Meghalaya, Nagaland. Manipur and Tripura, Arunachal 
Pradesh and Mizoram, the Chahm.in shall refer the matter to 
the Central Government whose decision thereon shall he 
final. 

Provided further that with reference to any flnnacial 
matter brought before the Board, if the Member of the 
Board representing' the Ministry of Finance has any reserva¬ 
tions about the proposal, the Chairman shall refer the matter 
to the Clentral Government whose decision thereon shall be 
final. 

Explanation. L-^K any member raises in any meeting 
of the Board a point as to whether a question is a question 
of polity or whether any rights of any one or more of the 
Governments of Assam. Meghalaya, Nagaland, Mampur, 
Tripurai,, Arunachal Pradesh and Mizoram are involved 
in the consideration of a matter before the Board, a decision 
on the points so raised shall be given by the (^airman. 

^planalioninj—When any niember dissents from any 
decision so given by the Chairman, the State Government 
which Is represented by that member, may represent to 
the Osntral Government through the Chairman and the 
decision of the Central Government thereon shall be final, 

10. Delegadon of powers.—The Board may delegate to 
the General Manager such powers as it may consider 
necessary. 


11. Terms of office of members.—(1) Subject to the 
provisions of section 24, a member other than an ex-offlelo 
m^ber shall hold office for a period not exceeding three 
years fromi the date of his appointment. 

Provided that, notwithstanding ths explratldn df the 
reepectlv© period of their appolnfment -such members 
shall continue to hold ofilce until their succcseoib are 
appointed. 

(2) The Cfialnnan. Vlce-Chalrmaa General Manager or 
the Fin^cial Adviser may resign his office by writing 
under his hand, addressed to the Central Government after 
giving notice of at least three months and subject to such 
resignation being accepfed by the Central Government 
and effective from the date as may be detern’ined by the

(31 The Chairman, Vice-Chairman, General Manager and 
the Financial Adviser shall draw such salary as may be de¬ 
termined by the Central Government In each case. They will 
be entitled to travelling allowance and house rent aHowance 
as may be ijetermined by the Board with the approval of 
the Central Government. Their other tenr« and conditions 
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of service will, in caso thov are Government servants, be 
sUch ps arc applicable to the Central Government servants 
of CorrespondliiB status. 

(4) The Chairman,, ViceChairman. General Manaiier and 
*tho Financial Adviser shall be entitled to allowances, leavb 

aixd sulaty and travelling allowances for olficial jomneys, 
leave travel concessions, medical benefits etc, as may be appli¬ 
cable from time to time to the Central Governmtnt servants 
'of corresponding status. 

(5) The pension and leave salary contributions oi the 
Chairman, Vice-Chairman. General Manager and the Finan¬ 
cial Adviser, if on deputation to the Board shall be paid 
by the Board to the respective .State Governments, Central 
Government, or other lending authoritiea. 

(6) Th® Chairman, Vice-Chairman, General Manager and 
the Finacial Adviser who are not Government servants will 
be entilled to the benefit of Contributory Provident Fund of 
the Board : 

Provided that the benefits of Contribulorv Provident 
Fund of the Board shall not be admissible to such persons 
who have been reemployed and are in respect of any re¬ 
tirement benefit from the Government in the form of pen¬ 
sion or Contributoiw Provident Fund. They may. however, 
be permitted to loin the Contributory Provident Fund and 
contribute to it but shall not he eligible for the Roard’a 
contribution. 

12. Powers and duties of Chairman.—^The Chairman shall 
be In Overall charge_ of the Board and shall be wholly res¬ 
ponsible for Its efficient working. He will, in addition, dis¬ 
charge such .powers and duties as may I'>e delegated to him 
by the Board. 

13. Powers and duties of Vice-Chairman.—In the absence 
of the Chairman, the Vice-Chairiran shall preside over the 
meetings of the Board. He shall exercise such of those 
powers and duties of the Chairman ns mav be delegated to 
him by the Chairman and also perform such other functions 
as may be decided by the Chairman. 

14. Functions and duties of General Manager.—(h The 
General Manager, as the Chief Executive Authority of the 
Board shall be responsible for the proper administration of 
the affairs of the Board. He shall prescribe and assign the 
duties of all efiffeers and staff of the Board who are sub¬ 
ordinates to him and shall exercise such supervisiofn and 
disciplinary control as may be necessary and shall co¬ 
ordinate the activties of various units under the Board. 

(2) The General Manager shall also exorcise and dis¬ 
charge such powers and duties as m ly be delegated to him 
may be delegated to him by the Chairrran and as maV be 
determined by regulations. 

(31 T^e General Manager shall also exercise the powers 
and duties as hereinafter prescribed under rule 16 in matters 
perlainihg to budget and allocation or reappropriation of 
grants, 

15. Functions and duties of Financial Adviser.—(1) The 
Financial Adviser shal] be under the administrative control 
of the Board. 

(2') The Financial Adviser shall advise the Board on all 
matters relating to revenue and expenditure. He shall have 
the right to refer to the Hoard anv matter which in his 
opinion ought to be brought to its notice. 

(3) The Financial Adviser shall be responsible for the 
maintenance of the accounts of the Board and conduct 
Internal audit of these accounts. 

(4') The Financial Adviser shall also exercise such powers 
and duties as are hereinafter prescribed in rule 16 In 
matters pertaining to the budget. 

16. Budget,— in The Board shall in each year, nrepare 
budget estimates for the ensuing financial year and the re¬ 
vised estimates for the current year showing the estimated 
expenditure and shall submit it to the Centr.al Government 
by 15th October, each year. The revised budget when -inc- 
fioned shall supersede the original budget and shall he 
deemed to be the sanctioned budget for the vear. 


(2) No expenditure shall be incurred until the budget is 
sanctioned, by the Central Governirent and the expenditure 
has received the sanction of the competent authorities. 

(3) The budget shall be prenared m accordance with 
such instructions as may be issued from time to time and 
be in such form as the Centra! Government mav direct. 
The budget stai^ent shall contain following items :—

of section 19 of the Act; and

(4) Supplementary estimates of expenditure, if anv, shall 
be submitted to the (Central Government in such form and 
on such dates as mav be directed by it in this behalf. 

(5) The General Manager shall Diepnrc the budget nro- 
posals for all the units of the Board in consultation with the 
Financial Adviser. The budget propo 8 aI ^1 so prepared by 
the General Manager along with the comments of the 
Financial Adviser, if any, and the replies of ‘the General 
Manager, thereto shall be placed by the Sccrctaiv before 
the Board for its approval. 

17. Accounts.—(1) Ckmtributions of the Central Gov¬ 
ernment and the State Governments to the Board shall be 
credited to the Brahmaputra Board Fund created under sub¬ 
section fll of section 19 of the ,\ct and expenditure of 
the Board shall be met from the said Fund. 

(23 The forms or compilation ol accounts by the Board 
and its various units shall be prepared by the Financial Ad- 
VLscr and approved by the Board in consultation with the 
Comptroller and Auditor General of India. 

(3) The accounts of the Board shall be maintained in 
accordance with the general orinciples of classifications, as 
applicable to Government transactions. The Board shall 
maintain accounts of all receipts and expenditure relating 
to each year and maintain records in such a manner ns to 
prepare annnallv the receipts and payment accounts and In¬ 
come and expenditure account and the balance-sheet. These 
accounts shall be approved bv the Board and audited by the 
Comptroller and Auditor General of India. 
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(4) The annual accounts of the Board tUons with the 
Auditor’s report thereon as provided in section 22 of the Act 
shall bo submitted annually to the Central Ooveinment with- ’ 
In six months of the dosure of the flnanclal year for beinjt 
laid on the tables of both Houses of Parliament. 

18. Annual Report :—(ll The Board shall prepare its 
Annual Report within six months of the enjl pf the 
iinancial year and forward It to the Central Government 
for being Wd before each House of Parliament. 

(2» The Annual Report shall give a full account of the 
activltlee of the Board during the previous year and shall 
include the audited accounts of the' year and the Report of 
the Comptroller and Auditor General of India thereon and 
the Board shall forward copies thereof to the Central Gov- 
emmenL The Central Government shall cause the same to 
be laid before each House of Parliament. 

(3) Printed copies of the Annual Report shall be made 
available to the Central Government and the Governments 
of Assam,, Meghalaya, Nagaland, Manipur and Tripura.

19, Powers to enter.—Any olflccr not below the rank of 
OverseerZfunior. Engineer of the Board, generaEy or spe¬ 
cially authorised by the Board in this behalf, may. at all 
reasonable times, enter upon any land or premises and there 
do such things as may be reasonably necessary for the pur¬ 
pose of lawfidlv carrying out any of its works or of making 
any sufvey, examination or inyostigation. preliminary or in¬ 
cidental to the exercise of powers or the performance of the 
functions by the Board, under this Act : 

Provided that no such officer shall enter in any building 
or any enclosed court or garden attached to a dwelling 
house unless with the consent of the occupier thereof srfth- 
Out previously, giving such occupier at least seven days 
notice in writing of his intention to do so. 
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
